IT’S back to the drawing 
board for Ely’s Station Gate¬ 
way re-development plans 
as supermarket giant Tesco 
has confirmed it will NOT be 
building a new store in the 
city 

The plan has always been 
to demolish the existing 
Tesco store in Angel Drove 
and build a new, larger store 
a few hundred yards away 
along the A142.

Healy Investments Ltd 
were given planning permis¬ 
sion for the multi-million 
pound Octagon Park pro¬ 
posals in November 2013, 
following more than five 
years of consultation exer¬ 
cises costing hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. 

But Tesco confirmed last 
week that the new store will 
not be built. 


Dave Lewis, chief execu¬ 
tive officer, said: “I know that 
this news will be a real disap¬ 
pointment to many people 
in the local community and 
we’re extremely grateful for 
the support we’ve received 
for our plans. 

“Our performance as 
a business has fallen sig¬ 
nificantly short of where 
we would want it to be 
and my absolute impera¬ 
tive has to be to protect the

ONE of Soham’s pubs closed its doors 
the same day plans were approved to 
give one of Ely’s drinking holes a new 
lease of life. 

The Red Lion, in Soham’s High 
Street, has ceased trading and has 
now been boarded up. 

Ken Oliver, who ran the pub for 
around seven years, closed the pub 
last Wednesday. 

In a statement on the pub’s Face- 
book page that evening, Mr Oliver 
said: “Well it is true, today is the last 
day’s trading for me in the Red Lion. 

“It is the end of an era and I’m find¬ 
ing it quite sad. I would like to thank 
everyone who has worked for me (or 
helped out) over the past seven years. 
I have great memories with each and 
everyone of you lot. 

“I’d also like to thank all of my 
customers for their support over the 
years. The place has had its up and 
downs but I will miss it. 

“So goodbye Red Lion Soham. May 
someone come along and give you 
that refurb you need and bring you 
years of more trading, I did my best.”

The Charles Wells Pub Company 
purchased the pub in 2009 before 
leasing the property to the Orchid 
Pub Group, which went into admin¬ 
istration last year. 

The pub has been in temporary 
management since then but, accord¬ 
ing to the plans, Charles Wells has a 
new operator lined up to take over 
and refurbish the venue. 

Approving the application, plan¬ 
ning officer, Richard West, said: “The 
proposed play area and extension of 
the bin storage area are considered 
necessary to improve the viability of 
the public house which will allow for 
the future retention of the commu¬ 
nity facility.”

CCTV delay an 
‘absolute joke’

POLICE will be unable to 
track down vandals who 
struck at a delicatessen in 
Ely - because it is located in 
one of the city’s areas which 
still has no CCTV coverage. 

Penny Williams, owner of 
3At3 Delicatessen and Cafe, 
in Three Cups Walk, arrived 
at work on Saturday morn¬ 
ing to discover the planters 
on the wall around the busi¬ 
ness had been smashed. 

She called the police, who 
she said have been “bril¬ 
liant”, but said there is not 
much they can do as the 
CCTV isn’t working in Three 
Cups Walk. 

In fact, the main camera 
meant to be monitoring the 
footpath points directly into 
a bush. 

As previously reported, 
CCTV cameras have not 
been working properly in 
certain areas of both Ely and 
Soham since at least Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

Speaking to Ely News in 
September, the City of Ely 



Council said “technical is¬ 
sues” had arisen with a new 
wireless CCTV system being 
introduced, and that police 
had been forced to “increase 
patrols in key areas”. 

Mrs Williams said: “It’s an 
absolute joke. The police 
have been brilliant but they 
said there’s nothing they can 
do because the CCTV isn’t 
working in Three Cups Walk. 

“I can’t believe there are 
certain areas of the city 
which have been without 
CCTV coverage for months 
- the council should be 
ashamed.” 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Lis Every, 
said she and the city council 


“apologise sincerely” for the 
issues. 

She said: “Sadly it is right 
that some areas of Ely and 
Soham still do not have ef¬ 
fective CCTV coverage, 
which we are aware is far 
from satisfactory. 

“There have been signifi¬ 
cant delays with the con¬ 
version to the new wireless 
system but we are confident 
all cameras will be up and 
running within a matter of 
weeks.”

Assault victim 
dies in hospital 


A SOHAM man has died af¬ 
ter an incident last month 
which left him with serious 
head injuries. 

Adrian Williams, 51, died 
in Addenbrooke’s on Tues¬ 
day morning, 17 days after 
he fell to the ground in New¬ 
market High Street. 

Mr Williams’ best friend, 
Lee Clarke, paid tribute, de¬ 
scribing him as “loving and 
genuine”. 

He said: “He was a very 
hard working and genuine 
man. 

“He was nicknamed Gus - 
it’s what everyone knew him 
as but no-one knew why. 

“He was a self employed 
farm worker and lived on his 
own.” 

Mr Clarke said his friend 
was originally from Wales, 
where his mother, father 
and brother still live.

He was a keen darts player 
and played at The Crown 
pub in Fordham. 

Mr Clarke added: “In his 
spare time he socialised 
with his friends and played 
darts - he loved his darts. 

“Gus was very caring and 
didn’t have a bad word to say 
about anyone. He will never 
be forgotten.” 

Police and the ambulance 
service were called to the 
incident on December 27 at 
about 9.55pm. 

Suffolk Accident Res¬ 
cue Service (SARS) also at¬ 
tended, giving Mr Williams 
emergency anaesthetic be¬ 
fore he was taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s hospital. 

One man was arrested fol¬ 
lowing the incident. 


Former De Niros night¬ 
club owner Peter Crotty, of 
Nimbus Way, Newmarket, 
was arrested and charged on 
suspicion of grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. The 33-year-old 
appeared in Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 8. 

He did not enter a plea 
and was bailed until April 
10 where he will appear in 
court for a plea hearing. 

A spokesperson for Suf¬ 
folk police said that a police 
investigation was still ongo¬ 
ing following the incident 
last month. 

She said: “We cannot 
comment on charges at the 
moment. A police investiga¬ 
tion and enquiries are ongo¬ 
ing.” 

A post mortem is due to 
take place later this week, 
police said.

9.20pm." 

The cause of the fire was confirmed as 
accidental, by equipment. 


Cyclist Alex to 
take on a 
tough challenge 

A SOFTWARE engineer who only started 
cycling around two years ago is now in 
training for one of the toughest bicycle 
challenges there is. 

Alex Metcalfe, 31, has secured a place 
in this year's Transcontinental Race - a 
gruelling expedition which will see him 
cycling around 2,600 miles from Belgium to 
Istanbul, in less than two weeks. 

Alex, who lives in Littleport and works for 
IPV Ltd in Cambridge, bought himself a bike 
in 2012 to get fit. 

Since then, he has lost around 40kg in 
weight, cycles to and from work as often 
as he can and is a member of the Ely and 
District Cycling Club.

He said: "I'm 
looking forward to the race, but I'm nervous 
as well. I know it's going to be a challenge 
as it's a long distance and there will be no 
support at all. Everything will be down to 
me."

School puts 
Ely house 
up for sale 

A FIOUSE in Ely's conservation 
area is being sold by governors 
at King's after their plans to 
build a new property in its back 
garden were unsuccessful. 

The leading independent 
school submitted two separate 
plans last year to develop land at 
the rear of 35, St Mary's Street. 

Both proposals were met 
with vigorous opposition from 
nearby residents, the City of 
Ely Council, the Ely Society and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council's conservation officer, 
who said that building in the 
garden of the Victorian property 
would be "inappropriate". 

They also said the scheme 
would "detract from the overall 
character of the conservation 
area". The proposals were 
withdrawn in November. 

The three-storey home is now 
on the market with Cheffins for 
£900,000, who say it "offers 
enormous potential for those 
seeking a truly special city 
home". 

The house was most recently 
boarding accommodation for 
some of King's international girl 
students. 

Following its acquisition of 
Ely's Old Palace, the school says 
the property is "surplus to its 
requirements".

Base closure 
‘will impact on 
the Ely area’ 


FEARS are being raised 
about the impact the clo¬ 
sure of RAF Mildenhall could 
have on the economy in the 
Ely area. 

The US Department of De¬ 
fence confirmed last week 
that the base will close as 
part of a reorganisation of 
forces. 

The base, which is home to 
special operations forces, air 
refuelling tankers and 3,200 
military personnel, will close 
and operations will move to 
other locations. 

Two squadrons of F-35s 
are also set to move to RAF 
Fakenheath by 2020 - the 
first time the F-35s have 
been located in Europe. The 
closures are set to save $500 
million annually after an ex¬ 
tensive review. 

The base is less than 20 
miles away from Ely, and 
East Cambridgeshire is 
home to many USAF fami¬ 
lies, which has sparked

concerns for the impact the 
closure could have on the 
district’s economy. 

Ian Shields, of Downham 
Road, Ely, served in the RAF 
for 32 years and is a former 
RAF group captain. 

Mr Shields, now a lecturer 
in international relations at 
Anglia Ruskin University in 
Cambridge, said: “I certainly 
think the base’s closure will 
have a significant impact 
on Ely and the surrounding 
towns and villages. 

“It will certainly have an 
impact on the local hous¬ 
ing market as there will be a 
large number of homes, ei¬ 
ther bought or rented, which 
will no longer be occupied as 
USAF families will obviously 
be leaving the area. 

“It will also have an im¬ 


pact on spending across the 
entire retail sector in the Ely 
area, including everything 
from food to entertainment, 
which is never good news. 

“It’s not good news for an¬ 
ywhere in the local area re¬ 
ally.... but I think the impact 
will be fairly short-term.” 

John Conger, Acting Dep¬ 
uty Under Secretary of De¬ 
fense for Installations and 
Environment, said: “These 
recommendations will be 
executed over the next sev¬ 
eral years. 

“The largest local job re¬ 
ductions will be at Milden¬ 
hall in the UK. 67,000 US 
troops will stay in Europe. 
6,000 European personnel 
will be relocated in Europe.” 

John Bridge OBE, chief 
executive of Ely’s Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, said he is 
“confident” that the area’s 
economy is “vibrant enough 
to be able to cope with the 
challenge”.

Despite overnight rain 16 brave souls met for the 
annual "Winter Wildlife Walk" organised by the 
Ely Local Group' of the Wildlife Trust on January 
3. Their route took them through Cherry Hill Park 
and Jubilee Gardens to the river and Roswell Pits. 
The group were rewarded with excellent views of 
a grey wagtail on the railway bridge and close by 
a kingfisher sitting in a bush overhanging the river. 
After a second kingfisher flew by Cuckoo Bridge, 
one walker was heard to say "I'm 42 and had never 
seen a kingfisher and today I've seen 2!". Later 4 
male bullfinches showed themselves bringing the 
total number of bird species seen by the group in 
the morning to 36. 

The group's next event is an illustrated talk "British 


Wild Orchids" by Terry Moore on Friday 16 
January at 7.45pm in the Vernon Cross Room at 
Ely Museum. The talk will focus on those orchids 
which can be seen on day trips from Ely. Admission 
is £2.50 and refreshments 50p. All are welcome. 
The Wildlife Trust has two nature reserves near 
Ely - Chettisham Meadow and part of Roswell Pits. 
The Local Group help the Wildlife Trust reserve 
staff with maintenance of these areas. If you would 
like to get involved with physical work on nature 
reserves such as cutting back overgrown vegetation 
then come along to the talk on 16th or contact 
Helen or Terry on 01353 664745.

So valuable 

ELY & Soham Dial a Ride provides a 
much needed service to vulnerable 
members of our villages in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

They transport people to hospitals, 
doctors, dentists and weekly 
shopping. 

This probably does not sound like 
very much to those who drive cars, or 
are able to walk to the bus stop - (if 
they have a bus in their villages, as 
not all villages do.) But, for the 700 
members this is a life line. 

Most members are elderly and or 
disabled and rely totally on the 
services of Dial a Ride to get them 
out of their homes. This service also 
stops people becoming lonely and 
isolated. 

There won't be any community 
transport within Ely and surrounding 
villages if Ely & Soham Dial a Ride 
cease. 

It is very short-sighted of the 
Councils not to support Community 
Transport. It will cost the NHS and 
Social Services much more if these 
700 members have to rely on using 
much more expensive ambulances 
to transport them to hospital for 
their appointments and taxis to Day 
Centres. 

Pensioners will become isolated, 


prisoners in their own homes and 
suffer from depression all adding to 
extra Adult Social Care cost to the 
Council in the long term. 

Dial a Ride has been my soap box 
ever since the Tories at East Cambs 
District Council stopped the grant 
funding 5 years ago. 

Even on the 12th November 2014 
at the Commercial Services meeting, 
I was arguing that the money about 
to be spent on signs stating "free 
car parking in Ely" which is totally 
obvious by the time you have 
driven there and parked in the 
city car parks; was a total waste of 
money, when Dial a Ride are talking 
about closing down due to funding 
cuts from East Cambs and County 
Council. 


I put forward a motion to support 
Dial a Ride at the Full Council 
meeting on the 8th Jan, which was 
agreed unanimously, along with 
an agenda item to give Dial a Ride 
£15,000 in next year's budget. 

I just hope this is not too little too 
late! 

I had in December written to 67 
of the 69 Cambridgeshire County 
Councillors to get support from them 
at their full Council meeting on 
Dec 16th 2014, and along with Lib 
Dem County Councillor Susan Van 
de Ven's motion, the Councillors all 
agreed to look into giving Dial a Ride 
some help.

LITTLEPORT Parish Council 
is concerned about the pro¬ 
posed access to two new schools 
planned for the town - and is 
urging residents to have their 
say. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil hopes that Littleport’s new 
schools - a secondary school 
and a special school which will 
be co-located on land behind 
the leisure centre - will open in 
September 2016. 

As previously reported, the 
council is also proposing to re¬ 
place the existing leisure centre 
with a new building within the 


campus, which would be used by 
both the schools and members 
of the public. 

In a joint statement, the par¬ 
ish council says it “fully supports 
the project” and agrees that the 
area is in “desperate need” of the 
schools. 

However it has concerns over 
the county council’s proposed 
access to the site, which is via 
Camel Road, and has come up 
with three alternative options. 

The parish council said: “We 
need to all stand together on 
this. It’s up to all of us to ensure 
the project is right from day one, 
and suitable access is important 
for the safety of all.”

Fly grazing bill a step closer 


A NEW law to tackle fly grazing 
has moved another step closer 
after it received cross-party sup¬ 
port in Parliament. 

The Control of Horses bill, 
which is promoted by MP Julian 
Sturdy and backed by the CLA 
and a host of rural, farming and 
animal welfare bodies, is expect¬ 
ed to become law before the end 


of this parliamentary session. 

Fly grazing is the term used for 
when horses are left on someone 
else’s land without permission - 
and the new law would cut the 
time landowners have to wait 
before they can take action. 

Calls to welfare charities about 
fly grazing have risen by two 
thirds in the past three years.

Lifeline offered 
to Dial a Ride 


ELY Soham Dial a Ride has 
been offered a lifeline by 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council in the form of a 
£15,000 grant. 

James Palmer, the coun¬ 
cil’s leader, put forward a 
proposal to approve the 
funding after he and the 
council’s chief executive, 
John Hill, met with the char¬ 
ity. 

The council says the 
£15,000 will allow the char¬ 
ity to suspend its threatened 
closure and help its trustees 
to work to enable it to be¬ 
come “more sustainable in 
the future”. 

The charity says it wel¬ 
comes the grant, however it 
cannot say at this stage that 
the funding will prevent it 
from folding in the spring. 

Ruth Rogers, the charity’s 
chair, said: “I welcome the 
offer of support from the 
district council. The board 
will look at the budget for 
2015/16 to see what this 
means for the potential vi¬ 
ability of the organisation

after the end of March. I 
can’t say at this stage that it 
will prevent closure.” 

It was in November that 
the charity announced that 
unless it manages to secure 
sufficient funding or sup¬ 
port, it would be wound up 
in March. 

The charity, based in 
Witchford, says that over 
the last two years its ser¬ 
vices have been hit by “some 
significant reductions in 
funding”, including the re¬ 
moval of the concessionary 
bus pass and withdrawal of 
district and county council 
grants. 

Despite protests from its 
volunteers and users, the 
county council went ahead 
and axed its funding earlier 
this year. 

Liberal Democrat district 
Cllr Pauline Wilson, who has 
fought for the councils to 
provide more support to the 


charity for years, said: “I’m 
pleased the district council 
is offering this grant but Cllr 
Palmer and his fellow Tory 
members cannot take the 
glory like they are. 

“If it wasn’t for the To¬ 
ries, both at the district and 
county council withdrawing 
the funding in the first place, 
the charity wouldn’t be in 
the sorry situation it is in. 
Every year the charity fear 
they will have to close due 
to a lack of support from our 
councils.” 

Cllr Palmer said: “This is 
not an indefinite commit¬ 
ment - however I believe it is 
a sign that we believe in Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride’s ability 
to create a future for itself. 

“I look forward to work¬ 
ing with the charity in the 
forthcoming months as they 
work to find themselves a 
sustainable future.”

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to an intelligent and hard¬ 
working cyclist who died 
after he was involved in a 
collision with a coach just 
before Christmas. 

Graham Shaw, 29, of Kes¬ 
trel Close, Hartford, near 
Huntingdon, was cycling 
home from work, on the El- 
ean Business Park in Sutton, 
when he suffered fatal inju¬ 
ries in a collision with a bus 
on the B1381 on December 
16. 

Mr Shaw, who was to 
have married his partner 
of 13 years this October, 
was a familiar sight on his 
bike on roads in the Hunt¬ 
ingdon area as he kept fit 
by cycling to work, often 
wearing shorts, sandals and 
sunglasses - whatever the 
weather. 

In a tribute issued by 
Cambridgeshire police this 
week, Mr Shaw’s family said:

“Graham was a much-loved 
partner, son, brother, grand¬ 
son, nephew, cousin, friend 
and colleague. 

“He was a man who was 
calm, kind, considerate, 
loving, intelligent, modest 
and hardworking who was 
responsible and conscien¬ 
tious and committed to 
meeting his obligations and 
a man who truly loved and 


treasured his life with his 
childhood sweetheart. 

“Graham and his partner 
of 13 years, who he was due 
to marry in October of this 
year, shared their home with 
their two Burmese cats. Gra¬ 
ham loved cats, having had 
them in his family all his 
life and he enjoyed training 
them. 

“Graham was extremely 
good with animals. His laid 
back persona lent itself to 
being patient, calm and 
confident with them.” 

Mr Shaw, who went to 
Hinchingbrooke School, 
worked for DHL at Godman- 
chester before moving on to 
Cath Kidston and Fortnum 
and Mason where he be¬ 
came planning and produc¬ 
tivity manager before it be¬ 
came part of iForce. 

He was very accomplished 
technically and managed 
the transition to a new ware¬ 
housing system.

Drink driver 
caught not far

AN Ely man has been disqualified 
from driving after he was caught 
drunk behind the wheel in the street 
in which he lives.

A PATHWAY which links a busy car 
park with one of Ely’s main shop¬ 
ping streets has finally re-opened - 
much to the delight of shopkeepers.

D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

A RMED with her trusty 
paintbrush, acrylics and 
a bountiful supply of 
inspiration, Joanna Branson can 
conjure up scenes of sheer magic. 

In her whimsical work, fairies 
frolic in mythical forests, Santa rides 
his sleigh across a glistening moonlit 
sky, fire-breathing dragons do battle 
with brave sword-wielding knights 
and Dorothy dons her ruby slippers 
to follow the yellow brick road. 

Like the sound of her enchanting 
scenes? Well you'd better 
put your 
best 
foot 


forward, 

quite literally, as the 
bewitching tableaux 
are hand-painted on to 
shoes, from towering heels to 
fabulous flats, striking sneakers 
to wacky wedges. And with 
nearly 3,500 likes for her business 
Shoenique on Facebook, Joanna's 
flamboyant footwear is attracting a 
faithful following. 

A primary school teacher and 
mum to 23-month-old Millie by 
day, Joanna turns shoe queen by 
night, transforming bland, boring 
heels into works of wonder. 

"I've always loved fairytales and 
fantasy; dragons, fairies, things like 
that," she tells me, jiggling Millie up 
and down on her knee. "Musical 
theatre is a massive passion for me, 
so I'll often theme my shoes around 
that too." 

Indeed, the very first pair the 
29-year-old customised featured 
iconic emblems of the West End. 

"I was on maternity leave at the 
time and I was huge and bored and 
stuck on the sofa," recalls Joanna. 

"I sketched the Les Mis face in my 
art pad and wondered if I could 
transfer it on to a shoe. I had a 
plain black pair of mid-heels so I 
sketched the face in pencil then 
used some acrylics I had lying 
around to have a go at painting 
it, and it looked good. So then I 
thought 'Let's go mismatched' and I

did the Phantom of the Opera mask 
on the other shoe. I didn't realise 
I liked mismatched things as I'm a 
bit OCD, but I really liked the pair. 
They're my personal favourite now 
and I'd never be able to sell them!" 

Ironically, Joanna was a tomboy 
growing up. "I was never fussed 
about anything girlie; bags, shoes, 
make-up. But then at university 
I really started loving the shoe. 

My favourite brand was Irregular 
Choice, the more outlandish the 
better." 

Joanna excelled in the arts 
at school and yearned for a 
career on the stage, but 
chose a more sensible 
route - following 
| her mum and 

dad into 


teaching. But 

she was always looking 
for an opportunity to unleash her 
creativity. 

"I was always a bit arty farty, 
drawing or singing or acting. All my 
GCSEs and A-levels were headed 
towards a musical theatre degree 
and that's what I started doing at 
Anglia Ruskin. But I swapped to 
business management because I 
wasn't sure it was sensible to have 
all my qualifications in the arts," 
she explains. 

Working in London for a year in 
events management, Joanna soon 
realised it wasn't the career for her 
and took 12 months to retrain as a 
teacher. And certainly the role she's 
had at Cottenham Primary School 
for the past five years has allowed 
her artistic side to flourish. 

"I love that you can be really 
creative and arty with children: I 
prance around the classroom like 


I'm on stage all day. It's great! And 
I've got an audience that can't 
escape either," she giggles. 

But Joanna's burgeoning shoe 
business, which she runs from 
her Stretham home, means 
she also gets to cultivate her 
painting prowess and indulge her 
imagination. 

"Before I started Shoenique I felt 
like I'd sold my soul a bit, because 
I'd studied business management, 
which I didn't really want to do, 
and I had no time to sketch. Now 
it's wonderful because I can sit 
there in the evenings and do my 
painting when Millie is in bed," she 
beams. 

'Shoenique - life is too short for 
boring shoes', to give the enterprise 
its full title, has been in existence 
for more than a year now. Indeed, 
having received a thumbs-up 
from friends and family for her 
debut West End shoes, Joanna 
went on to create some dazzling 
Wizard of Oz skyscrapers. 

"I worked out that I could paint 
under the arches of the shoes so I 
did my take on the face of Dorothy 
under one shoe and the wicked 
witch under the other. They were 
red patent, with a red bow on 
the front and symbolised the ruby 
slippers." 

More elaborate designs 
followed, as Joanna added dainty 
embellishments such as charms 
to fit specific themes, so a Peter 
Pan duo featured a tiny Tinkerbell 
wand, while a Beauty and the Beast 
commission boasted a silver castle. 

"It's definitely escalated and I've 
enjoyed experimenting with clay 
to make 3E) sculpted pairs and 
found special fabric paints that puff 
up and do amazing, wonderful 
things," she enthuses. "My first 
3D shoes were zombie-themed 
for Hallowe'en, drenched in red 
paint and with raised wounds and 
burns." I can verify that they're 
disgustingly good. 

"Then I made a dragon pair,

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complete with raised nostrils, 
for a lady magician client. 
They had little swords on the 
back and a Game of Thrones 
feel." 

Joanna's one-off works, 
which take around 12 
hours to produce, have 
appealed to the bridal 
market, even attracting 
attention Down Under. 

"I've had quite a few bridal 
pairs go off to Australia," 
she tells me. "There was 
an amazing Australian lady 
who was having an Alice in 
Wonderland-themed wedding 
with flamingos and all sorts. 
Her shoes were ridiculously 
high turquoise numbers, 
covered in hints to Alice and 
with red diamante crystal 
hearts on the toes. They were 
amazing and thankfully, she 
loved them!" 

Famous faces 
have also become 
devotees, 
including 
Savannah 
Stevenson, who 
played Glinda 
in Wicked. 

"Her pair were 
mismatched and 
apparently she 
really liked them," 

Joanna smiles. "One shoe 
was white and lacy, with 
blue and glitter to represent 
Glinda, and the other was 
green with black hair for the 
wicked witch. Both had a 
yellow brick road painted 
under the arch to link them 
together." 

Accessories have recently 
been added to Shoenique's 
stable, on the advice of 
husband Chris. "He said 
'Don't you women like clutch 
bags to match?"' Joanna says, 
mimicking his deep voice. 

"It was a great idea actually,

While Joanna has 
taken her ornate wares to 
wedding fairs, she continues 
to sell well through her thriving 
Facebook page, where she 
often showcases 'tester' shoes 
to gauge saleability. And 
though the entrepreneurial 
mum has been in business a 
while now, she admits every 
new commission is a thrilling 
prospect: "It's really exciting 
and certainly gets the creative 
juices flowing! 

"I have a really detailed 
chat with the customer to 
make sure I know exactly 


what they want, then when I 
start, I literally can't stop and 
I forget I've got a child and 
don't end up eating dinner for 
three nights because I'm so 
engrossed!" 

Joanna's dream for 
Shoenique would be 
eventually to have her own 
studio - "or maybe a shoe- 
dio", she smiles. "I'd love to 
see my shoes walking down 
the catwalks too; that would 
be amazing." 

As I get up to leave, little 
Millie is busy trying to clamber 
into her mum's towering Mary 
Poppins heels; with a cheeky 
grin on her face, it seems this 
trendy toddler could well 
be following in mum's very 
impressive footsteps . . .

LISTER Cars’ reborn ‘Knob¬ 
bly’ racer has made its public 
debut at Autosport Interna¬ 
tional at the NEC Birming¬ 
ham.

Benedict Racing team gunning for karting glory 


AN Ely karting team have their 
sights set on motor racing glory, 
starting with the British Rental Kart 
Championship at Formula Fast in 
Milton Keynes later this month. 

The Benedict Racing outfit 
will have three drivers taking 
part in the championship, with 
qualification for the Kart World 
Championship in Ancona, Italy, in 
July at stake. 

But the team of Chris Negus, 
Michael Woods and Neil Smith are 
also hoping to compete in the Sodi 
World Series races by the end of 
the year as they look to build up 
a strong reputation in the karting 
world.
